91. 26% of the registered vo- 
ters of Wilmington took part 
in the national election, Tues- 
day. 

Out of a total of 5814 rezis- 
tered voters 5306, including 
absentees and soldiers votes, 
cast their ballots. 

Voting for the greatest part 
of the day was at the rate of 
6 aminute- 309 votes an hour, 
with the greatest peak being 
between 5 and 5:15 pm when 
over 400 votes were cast. 

The last vote was cast a few 
momemts before the polls 
closed, at 8 pm., when a task 
force of 56 ballot counters 
took over, to count ballots 
until 6 an. Wednesday.

Some of the mem- 
bers have noted that ever since the first story 
appeared in this paper there has been no trou- 
ble about fluctuating levels of fluorine in the 
public water. 

Which is a sort of typical situation in this 
town, and leaves the resulting eontroversy 
which occured right where it belongs - right in 
the laps of the amateur reporters of the Lowell 
Sun and the two throw-aways. 

The Lowell Sun is a responsible paper which 
strives for accuracy, but sometimes gets misled 
by amateur reporting. The less said about the 
two throw-aways the better. 

The controversy arose after the Town M@nager 
read a pustomont which had been prepared by one 
of the ter Department employees. 

The Town Manager did not make the statement. 
He merely read it. 

But the three amateurs, getting their heads 
together as they always do after every Select- 
men's meeting, to make sure that they agree 
even though they might not be right, decided 
it was the TM's statement, and so reported. 

The Sun's headlines were in letters over an 
inch high, with the two throw-aways in similar 
style, all about the TM, who thus unwittingly 
found himself in the middle. 

Which of course had nothing to do with the 
story, which was that the fluoridation levels 
had been fluctuating, anc no longer are.

We called up the telephone com- 
Pany to tell them that, after one week there 
were only two books left. 

"You mean", the telephone official said, 
"That there are still two books left after a 
week - that's almost wonderful. Generally they 
only last two days - you must be living ina 
very fine town!"
